he long-awaited project to build BART’s extension 

to the San Francisco International Airport (SFIA) 

got underway on November 3 when BART officials 
joined with federal, state and local government leaders in 
the official groundbreaking ceremony for the $1.167 bil- 
lion rail transit endeavor. 

Sporting hard hats and golden shovels, General 
Manager Thomas E. Margo tossed a few shovels of cere- 
monial dirt with SFIA’s Executive Director John L. Martin, 
along with airport commissioners and SamTrans directors. 
Also on hand for the commemorative event were officials 
from the U.S. Department of Transportation, leaders from 
San Francisco and several cities in San Mateo County, 
county officials and those from regional and state plan- 
ning agencies. 

The groundbreaking ceremony came after several 
months of negotiations to secure the Full Funding 
Agreement from the Federal Transit Administration 
(FTA), confirming $750 million in federal funding for the 
project. "We congratulate everyone on BART’s SFO team,” 
said project manager P. Takis Salpeas. "They all worked 
hard to secure this vital federal share. Now we can pro- 
ceed with building one of the most anticipated rail transit 
projects in the Bay Area." Bay Area voters approved the 
BART-to-SFO project over 10 years ago.

The SFO project marks 
BART's entry into interna- 
tional travel as the newest 
link in the BART system 
will connect with SFIA’s 
new International 
Terminal. Travelers riding 
BART to the Airport will 
disembark within a five- 
minute walk to the nearest 
ticket counters. The BART 
SFO project also adds 
three new stations to the 
system in San Mateo 
County and links BART 
with CalTrain, the 
Peninsula commute rail 
service. 


Other partners in the BART-to- 
SFO project include SamTrans, 
FTA, SFIA, the California 
Transportation Commission and 
the Metropolitan Transportation i 
Commission. Besides the federal e 
share, funding for the project " 
includes $200 million from SFIA, : 
$108 million from the state; $99 million from SamTrans 
and $10 million from MTC. 

Advance construction activities involving utility relo- 
cation and site preparation began last August under a $9 
million contract with Homer J. Olsen, Inc. The project 
includes street realignment near the Tanforan Park shop- 
ping mall, a replacement parking lot at the Boys and Girls 
Club in South San Francisco, with relocating water, sewer 
and storm drainage pipes and moving the main electrical 
power feed to the Airport. 

A contract for line, trackwork and systems work 
should be awarded in February. Three more contracts will 
eventually be awarded to build the Millbrae, San Bruno 
and South San Francisco BART Stations. The BART 
Millbrae Intermodal Station will be the first intermodal 
connection in the West, connecting BART and CalTrain 
under one roof. The transit center will also be the first 
regional rail connection linking San Francisco, East Bay 
and Peninsula commuters with San Francisco’s 
International Airport, the fifth business airport in the 
United States and the seventh busiest in the world. b

"There isn’t a better one than Frank,” 
said Richmond Shop Manager Tamar 
Allen. "He held high standards for him- 
self and was a take-charge kind of guy. 
He was looked up to as the ‘patriarch’ of 
the shop. Frank did an awesome job." 

As a transit vehicle mechanic, Frank 
responded to mainline incidents, often 
devising solutions that included creating 
new tools to fix mechanical problems. 
He submitted his ideas often to BART’s 
Employee Suggestion Program, earning 
$3,500 in awards for inventions and 


suggestions that became part of the
